Good Will Envoy Wins 
Another Nation. 


PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, Feb. 
After circling lazily in a t 
white cloud bank at an elevation of 


6,900 feet. killing time, so that he 
might arrive at Port au Prince on the 
exact minute, Coi. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, flying from Santo Domingo, 
made a dramatic appearance over the 
flying field here today. The Spirit 
of St. Louis had been sighted at 1:30 
about 20 miles to the north, and then 
was lost to view. The flyer made a 
long detour, and suddenly approached 
the city from the south at an ele- 
vation of 500 feet. 

The plane then circled to the east, 
straightened out, and came on the 
field like an arrow to a safe, easy 
landing, controlled with consummate, 
breath taking skill. It rounded and 
came to a full stop, exactly at 2 
o’clock, the hour Col. Lindbergh had 
said he would be here. 


Passes Over Other Towns. 


In the aerial trip from Santo Do- 
mingo, where he took off at 11 a. m., 
Col. Lindbergh passed over and was 
reported from Santiago de ios Ca- 
balleros and Cape Haitien. 

A crowd of 6,000 spectators in holi- 
day mood and attire had waited anx- 
lously here during the last half hour, 
when suddenly the Spirit of St. Louis, 
with its famed pilot, shot into view 
from an unexpected quarter. 

As he stepped from the plane, Col. 
Lindbergh reached into the cockpit 
and drew forth a mail bag, tossing it 
on the ground as in the old days of 
his mail route flying. He carried gov- 
ernment mail from Santo Domingo for 
Port-au-Prince and Havana.

British trade 
would proceed unmolested in time of war and the 
tight little island would settle down to being 
tighter than ever. The nightmare of the British 
empire is the submarine. It definitely great 
trade routes. British trade is in Mediter- 
tanean by the consent of France and Italy. 
French submarines and Italian submarines keep 
the African possessions in contact with the mother 
countries. 
without the submarine Italy and France become 
second string continental nations, yielding as re- 
quired to the power of the British fleet. Ger- 
many loses any potential say in the North sea and 
the Baltic. Sea power is reduced to its old simple 
elements and its worry ig gone, except for air- 
planes. 
Parts of Europe and Japan as well must think 
that the United States is deliberately amusing 
itself with April fool jokes. Mr. Kellogg is too 
good to be true and the annoying thing about it 
is that back of the ,beautiful proposals which 
shoot out of Washington there is the unescapable 
fact that the United States did sink the world’s 
greatest navy of its own will in what it called the 
interest of peace, 
How can any one attribute guile to any subse- 
auent proposal coming from such a nation? Its 
works give simple honesty to its words. If 
Europe suggests going an inch toward peace 
agreements Mr. Kellogg goes ten miles. If Europe 
starts hesitatingly on crutches Mr. Kellogg goes 
overhead on bright wings and is seen far ahead 
perched on the temple of lasting peace. 
If the hesitating nations, amazed by these 
fights, look over their shoulders to see what is 
coming next they see Mr. Wilbur drawing plans 
for more and bigger battleships with Mr. Mellon 
nding the money for him. It is bewildering and 
alarming. No doubt Europe wishes Mr. Coolidge 
had stuck tightly to his Trenton speech and were 
now recommending congress to agree to complete 
disarmament of the United States without a barrel 
tor defense or a barrel stave for offense, doing 
this as a sublimely courageous adventure of con- 
fidence in the good will of men and the piety of 
nations. That would attend to the United States 
and take one worry off the shoulders of other 
peoplés. \ | 

Presently it will be a hazardous thing for any 
ether nation to even hold out a hand for fear of 
being completely smothered in the benevolent em- 
brace of America. 


ARMY ORDNANCE. 

The house appropriations committee has ap 
proved .a $400,000,000 army appropriation bill. It 
is one of the biggest financial steps taken in the 
| direction of an adequate national defense since the 
war. 

One of the smaller items, but one of the most 
important in the whole list, is an appropriation of 
$2,860,000 to go to the ordnance department for 
work in perfecting the army’s weapons. It is a 
small enough beginning, but it is to be hoped that 
it presages a recognition of the fact that our army 
is hopelessly crippled if sent to bear the first brunt 
of attack with antiquated weapons, and that our 
man power, for all tts size and willingness, is use- 
less unless it can be armed in time to take the 
field before the war is over. 

While a large part of this money must be used 
by the ordnance department itself in experimenta- 
tion and manufacture, some of it should be devoted

AWAITING PLOW 


More Immigrants Needed 
do Develop Farms.

MENDOZA, Argentina, Feb. 6.— 
Glorious as has been Argentina’s past, 
the future promises bigger things. 
The great heritage of the nation, its 


rich soil and ideal rainfall, have made 
it the wealthiest country in South 
America. But its agricultural re- 
sources are as yet only slightly deve'- 


oped. This despite the fact that the 


Argentine leads the world in corn cul- 
tivation, is second in the cultivation 
of wheat, and is one of the most im-

Corn is grown on 
10,900,000 acres. Oats are planted over 
3,200,000 acres, and the remaining 
1,650,000 acres are given to other 
grains. 

Alfalfa is the second most important 
crop group, with 16,300,000 acres. In- 
dustrial crops occupy 7,500,000 acres. 
The Argentine, with six and a quarter 
of these sown to linseed, produces 
more than half the world crop. Vines 
for wine production require 320,000 
acres; sugar cane, 360,000 acres; and 
cotton, 275,000 acres, with the cotton 
planting in the Chaco just beginning. 
The plantations date from 1913 only. 

Fruits are raised on 1,500,000 acres, 
and vegetables on 600,000 acres. The 
rest of the Argentine’s farming land 
is devoted to grazing. There is not 
man power enough to cultivate more 
at present. Nor has there yet been 
any necessity for intensive farming. 


Ot all this land under cultivation there | 


are only 45,000 holdings owned by 
small farmers on plots ranging from 
26 to 250 acres. Another 75,000 small 
holdings are cultivated on rents or 
shares. The total of the small farm- 
er's land will not exceed 12,500,000 


acres 
Acre Yield Not High. 


Partly for this reason, the yield per 
acre is not high. Nineteen million 


acres of wheat produce 6,000,000 tons. It can be had at prices varying from 
$40 to $75 an acre, depending on loca- 
tion. In time the state is going to 
purchase lands for colonization, or en- 
courage private interests to do so. 


From the export point of view the 
most important industry of the Argen- 
tine is agriculture.. The money value 
of such exports for 1926 was 411,500,- 
000 gold dollars. [An Argentine gold 
dollar is worth 42.95 cents.) In 1927 
it is estimated at 460,000,000 gold dol- 
lars. Production in 1926 exceeded that 
of 1925 by a large margin and the ex- 
port by weight was 25 per cent great- 
er, but a slump in the world market 
kept the value down.
